Committee Reports: 

e Membership Chmn. Pete REPORTED the membership total was the 
same as reported at the general meeting. 

e EC Dana ADVISED the Board that the training schedule was in flux, and 
that he would announce the revised subjects/dates at the next meeting. 

e Tech. Com. Chmn. Trevor Hall REPORTED on a variety of maintenance 
items for the repeaters, including the purchase of small parts, work on 
the ATV controller, and that there was no word as yet on the 440 amp.

Severe Weather Ravages Tennessee, 
Hams Heed the Call to Help 


NEWINGTON, CT, Apr 14, 2006—On Friday, April 7, Western 
Tennessee was ravaged by tornadoes, and once again, Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service (ARES) volunteers were called on 
to help provide emergency communication. According to Ten- 
nessee Section Emergency Coordinator Jimmy Floyd, NQ4U, 
more than 70 counties experienced the heavy thunderstorms 
and tornadoes that swept the western part of the Volunteer 
State. In all, the National Weather Service (NWS) issued more 
than 130 weather watches and warnings and reported at least 
26 tornadoes. Nearly two dozen counties suffered property 
damage and loss of life. Twelve people died, and more than 
160 others were injured as a result of the severe weather. 

By 1 PM local time, the Middle Tennessee Emergency Ama- 
teur Radio Society (MTEARS) repeater system carried numer- 
ous reports of severe weather and damage to many areas of 
the state. According to Floyd, the MTEARS UHF system spans 
most of Tennessee, with Nashville as its hub. Both the Na- 
tional Weather Service (NWS) and the Tennessee Emergency 
Management Agency (TEMA) monitor the system. Local televi- 
sion stations monitor ARES and SKYWARN traffic, as well, he 
said. 

The first tornado watches began in the early afternoon, and 
by 4:15 PM local time, the Tennessee Section ARES was 
placed on Alert condition “Charlie.” Within 20 minutes, the 
entire state activated, and hams were monitoring HF and local 
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repeaters, remaining on the air to assist in any way until almost 
midnight. 

During the storms, the NWS in Old Hickory lost power as 
well as telephone service. NOAA Weather Radio and radar also 
were unavailable for a time. Amateur Radio volunteers stepped 
up to the plate, and—thanks to their emergency/disaster train- 
ing—were able to relay needed information. 

Wilson County Emergency Coordinator Pete Navarra, 
K4IWX, works for the county’s emergency management agen- 
cy. He said that because of information relayed via Amateur 
Radio, his county was able to dispatch three ambulances, two 
rescue trucks, one fire engine and a host of Community Emer- 
gency Response Team (CERT) search-and-rescue responders 
and their mobile command post to hard-hit Sumner County. 

Amateur Radio also helped to dramatically decrease emer- 
gency personnel response times, Navarra said. “It was inter- 
esting to hear several calls from the Metro Nashville Office of 
Emergency Management, Tennessee Emergency Management 
Agency and other local agencies trying to communicate,” he 
recounted. “Conventional methods of communication did not 
work--even cell phone service in Wilson County had gone out. 
Amateur Radio is needed and it works!” 

Floyd agreed. “This has been a big test of the ARES system 
in Tennessee, but rest assured, we will be ready to go when 
needed.” 


K7RA Solar Update 


SEATTLE, WA, Apr 13, 2006—Average daily sunspot num- 
bers for the week were up more than 12 points to 70.7. What 
really happened was that for the seven days of March 30 
through April 5, the daily sunspot number at the start of the 
period was 35, and it rose to 88 by the seventh day. April 6 
is the first day of the reporting period for this bulletin, and 
on that day the sunspot number rose to 105. The next day it 
dropped way down to 65, then 57, then 46 last Sunday, and 
by Wednesday, April 12 it had risen again to 79. 

Geomagnetic disturbances accompanied the rising solar ac- 
tivity. A solar windstream from a coronal hole met the inter- 
planetary magnetic field (IMF) which was pointing south, and 
this leaves Earth vulnerable. On April 9 the mid-latitude A in- 
dex was 27, and the K index rose to 4 and 5. The planetary 
A index was 39, with the planetary K index reaching 5 and 
6. At 2:30 AM Seattle time that day, I received an automated 
call from Spaceweather Phone alerting me that the Planetary 
K-index had reached a level of 6. This meant that a moder- 
ate geomagnetic storm was in progress, and high-latitude sky 
watchers should be alert for auroras. 

A condition similar to that of April 9 occurred four days ear- 
lier on April 5. But at that time Sunspot 865 was still visible. 
This is the biggest sunspot seen the year, and it has since ro- 
tated out of view. 

Byron Stoeser, W7SWC, writes: 

Iam out on 17-meter bicycle mobile almost every day from 
my winter QTH in Southern California. It has been so unex- 
pected to go out with the high sun spot numbers the past two 
days and call CQ for 1/2 an hour with no response and hear 
very little activity on the band, while a couple of weeks ago I 
had calls from Japan, and worked the Caribbean and Europe 
with zero sun spots. Seems to me there is a lot more to this 
bottom of the sun spot cycle than just sun spot count. 

Yes, Byron is correct. He was experiencing rough conditions 
from the solar wind. Sunspot numbers were up on April 5, but 
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so was geomagnetic activity. 

There is a nice peppering of sunspots on the side of the sun 
facing Earth, but they are small. We could see another period of 
geomagnetic disturbance Saturday, April 15. Planetary A index 
predicted for the next few days, Thursday, April 13, through 
Sunday, April 16, is 10, 25, 40 and 25. The Australian Space 
Weather Agency sent an alert on Tuesday advising of a high- 
speed solar wind from a coronal hole and increased geomag- 
netic activity April 15-16. You may sign up for the ASWA geo- 
physical warning e-mail alerts. 

Sunspot numbers may rise again later in the month—per- 
haps over 100 again. This would most likely occur around April 
24 through May 4. 

Michael Mardit, WA2VQW, writes: 

I was in Dominica for the week sandwiched around the SSB 
WPX and I operated mostly 30 and 17 meters CW (as J79VQ), 
while the rest of my team worked the contest. There is abso- 
lutely no question that operating the gray line is the place to 
be if you want to know if anybody is out there. Sunspots or 
not, lots of DX shows up during that “magical” 20 minutes! 
At other times, just calling CQ for a while will shake the 
bushes. It seems that many hams wait for someone else to 
initiate the call, and as such, nobody is transmitting, hence, 
a seemingly dead band. The blame is then put on the low 
sunspot activity for an empty band. Call CQ and be patient, 
you will be rewarded! VKs were calling me long path in the 
evening on 30 meters, and the JAs and UAOs were knocking 
on my door on 17 meters at about the same time. I was run- 
ning 100 W to a vertical wire with 4 radials on the ground. 
Yes, being DX on an island certainly helps, but you would 
never know that I was there if I didn’t call CQ.
